He wanted 
the whole world to know that during 
the entire course of the conversations 
between himself end President Hoo- 
ver there never had been a_ word 
thought of any exclusive un- 
derstanding between Great Britain 
and the United States. 

The prime minister, who was pre- 


sented to his night audience by the 
‘veteran American statesman, Elihu 


Root, said there was a new spirit 
that is making up its mind to rule 
the world. 

“The spirit of man is coming to- 
gether not to divide the world into 
groups,” he said, “but to help the 
world to come to a general agree- 
ment.” ae, 

Asserting that public opinion is be- 
ginning to demand that political lead- 
ers take the risk of peace, the prime 
minister said this did lay the lea:l- 
ers open to a certain amount of risk. 

“I'll take it.” he explained as his 
audience burst into prolonged aj 
plause.
